4.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  Tax  Collec- 
tor for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  three  (3) 
members  of  the  Library  Committee  for  the  term  of 
three  (3)  j^ears. 

6.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  (1)  Trus- 
tee of  the  Robinson  Fund  for  the  term  of  seven  (7) 
years. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  (1)  Trus- 
tee of  the  Trust  Funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Exeter 
for  the  term  of  three  (3)  years. 

8.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  ( 1 )  Trus- 
tee of  the  Trust  Funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Exeter 
for  the  term  of  one  (1)  year. 

9.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  (1)  Trus- 
tee of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  the  term  of  three  (3) 
years. 

10.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  officers,  auditors 
or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 


11.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  other 
officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass 
any  vote  pertaining  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $13,000  for  the  purpose  of 
hiring  a  Town  assessor. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  forty-two  thousand,  five  hundred  dol- 
lars (8542,500)  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  firm  to 
develop  tax  maps  for  the  Town,

men to  apply,  negotiate  and  do  all  things  necessary 
to  obtain  such  Federal,  State,  or  other  assistance  as 
may  be  available  in  the  construction  of  a  sewer  line 
and  pumping  station  on  Court  Street. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  two  hun- 
dred sixty-four  thousand  dollars  ($264,000.00)  and 
to  authorize  the  raising  of  twenty-six  thousand, 
four  hundred  dollars  ($26,400.00)  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  sewer  interceptor,  force  main,  and 
pumping  station  on  Court  Street.

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  amount  of  thirty-three  thousand,  six  hun- 
dred sixty-five  dollars  ($33,665.00)  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  a  sanitary  landfill  machine. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  installing  traffic 
control  devices  at  the  intersection  of  Green  Hill 
Road  and  Portsmouth  Avenue. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  installing  traffic 
control  devices  at  the  intersection  of  Portsmouth 
Avenue  and  High  Street. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  former  Belanger 
property  at  8  Bow  Street,  description  as  follows :  40 
ft.  frontage  on  Bow  Street;  140  ft.  depth  running 
from  Bow  Street  to  the  Town  parking  lot. 


20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  to 
be  paid  into  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  estabhshin^  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
to  construct  a  new  garage  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment equipment. 

22.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the 
amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the 
1971  session  of  the  General  Court  shall  be  approved. 

23.  On  petition  of  Gerald  Sinnott  and  nineteen  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  to  the  Exeter 
Sportsmen's  Club  land  on  Powder  Mill  Road  known 
as  the  Leighton  property  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
($1.00). 

24.  On  petition  of  Arthur  A.  Plouff e  and  fourteen 
others  to  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Exeter 
will  vote  to  abolish  the  Manager  form  of  Govern- 
ment. 

25.  On  petition  of  Arthur  A.  Ploulfe  and  nineteen 
others  to  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  will 
vote  to  establish  a  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

26.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  building  code  ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board. 

27.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
Amendment  No.  1  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows : 

Amend  the  Zoning:  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Exeter, 
ARTICLE  3,  section  3,  Commercial  District:  Paragraph 
A.  Permitted  Uses  (6)  by  striking  the  words  "as  de- 
scribed in  the  requirements  for  multiple  dwellings  in  the 
residential  district"  and  substituting  the  following  so 
that  the  paragraph  reads : 

(6)  Apartment  houses  and  multiple  dwellings  by  spe- 
cial exception  to  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, after  approval  of  the  site  plan  by  the  Planning 
Board  of  up  to  48  family  dwelling  units  per  building 
which  shall  meet  the  following  criteria: 


a.  Thei'e  shall  be  2,500  square  feet  of  lot  area  for  each 
family  dwelling  unit. 

b.  Each  building  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  upon 
a  public  street  or  a  private  way  of  100  feet.  Private 
ways  shall  meet  the  construction  requirements  of  the 
Town  of  Exeter  for  public  streets. 

c.  Each  building  shall  have  a  setback  of  not  less  than 
the  existing  adjacent  buildings  or  25  feet,  whichever 
is  less;  a  side  yard  allowance  of  10  feet  and  a  rear 
yard  allowance  of  15  feet. 

d.  There  shall  be  connection  into  town  water  and  town 
sewerage. 

e.  There  shall  be  no  unreasonable  danger  or  hazard 
from  increased  traffic;  preference  is  to  be  given  to 
self-contained  access  routes  to  main  thoroughfares 
rather  than  access  through  existing  residential 
streets. 

f.  There  shall  be  no  unreasonable  disruption  of  property 
values  in  the  area. 

g.  There  shall  be  available  400  square  feet  of  area  for 
recreational  purposes  for  each  family  dwelling  unit. 

AND  Amend  Paragraph  C.  Off  Street  Parking  Require- 
ments: by  adding  thereto  a  new  clause  (4)  to  read  as 
follows : 

(4)  Apartments  or  Multiple  Dwellings:  Two  (2)  park- 
ing spaces  for  each  dwelling  unit. 

28.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
Amendment  No.  2  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows : 

Amend  the  Exeter  Zoning  Map  by  changing  from  In- 
dustrial to  Rural  Residential  land  bounded  westerly  by 
Kingston  Road,  northerly  by  the  Little  River,  easterly 
by  a  line  running  parallel  and  being  800  feet  west  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  tracks  and  southerly  by  the 
existing  boundary  of  this  Industrial  Zone  which  is 
further  described  as  a  line  running  generally  500  feet 
north  of  the  Exeter  River. 

Changing  from  Rural  Residential  to  Industrial  land 
bounded  northerly  by  the  most  southerly  boundary  of 
the  existing  Industrial  Zone,  easterly  by  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  tracks,  southerly  by  Powder  Mill  Road, 
and  westerly  by  a  line  running  200  feet  west  of  and 
parallel  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  tracks. 


29.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
Amendment  No.  3  as  proposed  by  petition  of  the 
voters  for  this  Town  as  follows : 

Amend  Article  3,  Section  4,  Industrial  District  by 
adding  the  following  paragraph: 

B.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  prevent  the  construc- 
tion of  a  one  family  dwelling  on  any  acre  lot  situate  on 
a  public  or  private  way  in  any  area  within  the  Town, 
providing  public  sewerage  is  available,  or  providing  the 
lot  owner  meets  the  standards  for  waste  disposal  sys- 
tems as  required  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply 
and  Pollution  Control  Commission. 

(The  Exeter  Planning  Board  disapproves  this  petition.) 

30.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
Amendment  No.  4  as  proposed  by  petition  of  the 
voters  for  this  Town  as  follows :  ; 

Amend  the  existing  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Exeter 
by  adding  the  following: 

Any  petition  for  variance  or  exception  under  this  Ordi- 
nance which  is  denied  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  may 
be  appealed  to  the  voters  at  the  next  annual  Town 
Meeting,  or  any  special  meeting  called  by  the  Select- 
men for  that  purpose,  and  the  voters  shall  make  such 
decision  on  that  appeal  as  they  may  decide. 

(The  Exeter  Planning  Board  disapproves  this  petition.) 

31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Plan- 
ning Board  to  review  and  approve  or  disapprove 
site  plans  for  the  development  of  tracts  for  non- 
residential uses,  whether  or  not  such  development 
includes  a  subdivision  or  re-subdivision  of  the  site, 
as  stated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter 
36:19-a. 

32.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Tovim  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for 
repairing  highways,  for  repairing  and  building 
bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for 
building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for 
payment  of  the  Town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for 
defraying  expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  sol- 
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diers,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  insect  pests 
within  the  Town,  for  payment  of  firemen  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising  within 
the  Town.

We  feel  that  1971  was  a  good  year  for  the  Town  as 
we  have  achieved  many  accomplishments  which  have 
made  Exeter  a  better  place  in  which  to  live. 

We  have  completed  major  repairs  on  Linden  Street 
bridge,  we  have  made  several  street  improvements  and 
we  hope  this  street  program  will  be  continued  on  a 
yearly  basis. 

We  have  made  several  additions  to  the  sewer  sys- 
tem and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  make  major  additions 
this  coming  year  which  would  help  to  correct  extremely 
bad  conditions  which  exist  in  different  areas  of  the 
Town  at  the  present  time. 

Although  we  completed  many  major  projects  in  the 
past  year,  the  tax  rate  was  kept  to  a  modest  increase 
of  $2.20  per  thousand  dollar  valuation. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  the  now  famous 
holding  pond  odor  has  been  kept  well  under  control. 

In  the  coming  year,  new  projects  such  as  the  major 
renovation  of  the  water  system  and  an  expansion  pro- 
gram for  sewer  treatment  will  begin. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  people  of  Exeter  will 
retain  their  confidence  in  the  Selectmen  as  their  ad- 
ministrators for  the  Town,  always  remembering  that 
what  we  do  for  the  betterment  of  the  Town  and  you, 
the  people.

I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  Town 
of  Exeter's  Sewer  Department. 

Enlargement  of  the  Sewer  Department  was  made 
possible  by  a  federal  grant.  A  second  truck  was  pur- 
chased. 

Bucket  machines  were  operated  cleaning  sand,  roots, 
and  other  debris  from  partially  clogged  sewer  lines. 
While  engaged  in  this  program  several  buried  manholes 
were  discovered  and  put  in  serviceable  condition. 

Penetryn  System,  Inc.  viewed  with  television  camera 
and  sealed  a  few  troublesome  areas  against  future  root 
growth.  Penetryn's  cobra  water  pressure  cleaning  meth- 
od cleaned  about  two  miles  of  8,210  inch  sewer  lines. 

Carlton  Maintenance  vacuum  cleaned  750  storm 
water  catch  basins. 

A  993  foot  sewer  extension  was  constructed  on  King- 
ston Road  while  a  795  foot  extension  sewered  Stoney- 
brook  Lane. 

An  odor  abatement  program  was  instituted  at  the 
holding  pond. 

Necessary  pump  rebuilding  was  accomplished  to  keep 
five  pumping  stations  in  24  hour  service. 

Our  main  pumping  station  showed  an  increase  of 
23.8%  over  last  year,  pumping  445,815  gallons  of  domes- 
tic sewage  to  the  four  pond  lagoon  site  where  distribu- 
tion and  chemical  treatment  aided  natural  oxidation.

1971  has  been  a  year  of  expansion  and  growth  for 
the  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  At  present, 
there  are  three  full-time  and  four  part-time  registered 
nurses,  one  physical  therapist  and  one  secretary-book- 
keeper. 

A  total  of  4,591  nursing  visits  and  1,264  physical 
therapy  visits  were  made  in  the  ten  towns  covered  by 
the  service  —  3,044  visits  were  made  in  Exeter. 

The  Agency  provides  the  services  of  a  Home  Health 
Coordinator  to  the  Exeter  Hospital  on  a  part-time  basis, 
thus  ensuring  the  continuity  of  care  for  patients  requir- 
ing extended  care  when  discharged  from  the  hospital  to 
their  home. 

A  new  Well  Child  Conference  has  been  initiated  and 
will  be  held  monthly  to  provide  immunizations  and  phy- 
sicals to  infants  and  pre-school  children  of  eligible  fam- 
ilies. 

The  Exeter  Area  VNA  is  a  service  interested  and  in- 
volved in  the  prevention  as  well  as  the  treatment  of  di- 
sease.

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Public  Library  Report 


It's  been  a  year  of  progress,  change  and  disappoint- 
ment at  the  library  this  year  —  disappointment  as  the 
vision  of  a  new  library  grows  dimmer  and  dimmer.  Even 
an  addition  would  help,  and  that's  not  very  likely  either. 
Still,  it's  good  in  itself  that  we've  grown  enough  to  need 
more  room.  We  needed  more  staff,  too,  so  now  there  are 
assistant  librarians  in  the  adult  and  children's  sections 
—  Mrs.  Pamela  Schwotzer  and  Miss  Susan  Chisholm. 
Miss  Melinda  Landry  is  working  as  a  page. 

There  have  been  lots  of  innovations  and  renovations 
this  year.  There  is  now  an  automatic  chargeout  machine 
at  the  desk  and  patrons  carry  their  own  cards,  eliminat- 
ing garguantuan  filing  problems  at  the  desk  and  long- 
impatient  lines  waiting  to  get  their  books  stamped  out. 
There  is  fresh  paint,  new  carpeting,  and  new  fluorescent 
lighting  so  you  can  see  the  other  two  as  well  as  the  titles 
of  books  on  the  shelves.  The  record  collection  has  grown 
(though  not  nearly  enough)  and  we  now  have  a  very 
successful  circulating  print  collection. 

Among  our  less  tangible  assets  are  a  newly  formed 
Friends  of  the  Library  group,  who  come  in  to  type,  paste, 
file  and  generally  help  out  as  needed,  and  a  Thursday 
morning  preschool  story  hour.  A  Saturday  morning 
school-age  story  and/or  film  hour  is  being  mulled  over; 
again  the  problem  is  space.  The  space  problem  was 
helped  a  bit  by  a  giant  and  utterly  ruthless  discarding 
session  which  is  still  going  on.  The  old  books  were  sold 
at  a  book  sale  and  open  house,  sponsored  by  the  Friends 
of  the  Library. 

We  have  had  problems.  One  is  that  now  the  school 
libraries  have  come  into  their  own,  the  circulation  in  the 
children's  room  is  down.  This  is  not  in  itself  bad  —  I'm 
all  for  school  libraries  —  but  it  involves  a  rethinking  of 
strategy,  with  an  emphasis  on  preschool  and  fiction.  A 
far  bigger  problem  is  directly  involved  with  the  state 
tax  situation.  Some  Exonians  have  already  gotten  a  state 
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library  card ;  to  get  one,  all  you  do  is  go  to  your  library 
and  ask.  It's  free,  and  lets  you  go  to  any  public  library 
in  the  state.  Now  this  is  a  very  good  thing  for  library 
users.  You  no  longer  have  to  pay  a  fee  —  up  to  $8  a  year 
at  some  libraries  —  for  out  of  town  privileges.  You  can 
go  to  another  library  if  the  library  you  are  using  doesn't 
have  what  you  want.  You  can  go  to  UNH  if  you  need  spe- 
cial or  technical  material.  Like  the  California  school 
property  tax  law,  it  tries  to  equalize  service  —  so  that 
just  because  you  live  in  East  Overshoe,  which  has  a  li- 
brary with  25  books  and  is  open  Thursday  afternoons, 
you  can  still  get  good  library  service.  Very  good ;  but  it's 
not  quite  so  good  for  the  libraries.  Here  at  Exeter  we 
lose  the  out  of  town  registration  fees  —  it  would  have 
been  $509  last  year  —  and  because  we  are,  frankly,  one 
of  the  best  libraries  around  here,  people  from  the  sur- 
rounding area  have  been  pouring  in  with  their  state  li- 
brary cards.  Anticipating  something  like  this  the  state 
agreed  to  pay  grants-in-aid  to  small  libraries  when  they 
started  the  state  card  system.  Exeter  was  supposed  to 
get  $2,000.  But,  as  you  know,  all  state  departments  were 
supposed  to  cut  back  and  this  is  where  the  state  library 
cut  back.  So  Exeter  has  increased  registration  and  cir- 
culation and  loses  $2,000. 

Still,  it's  been  a  good  year  for  the  library.  I  would 
like  to  thank  the  staff,  who  have  worked  hard ;  the  trus- 
tees, who  have  worked  harder;  the  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary (and  I  think  anybody  who  uses  the  library  is  really 
a  Friend)  and  all  the  people  of  Exeter,  who  are  after  all 
what  the  library  is  all  about.

As  the  new  Director  of  Recreation  and  Parks  for  the 
Town  of  Exeter,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port for  1971. 

In  my  few  months  here,  I  have  been  impressed  by 
the  fine  support  this  department  has  received  from  the 
Town  Manager,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Recreation 
Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Exeter. 

My  goal  is  to  provide  Recreation  for  all  ages,  making 
many  types  of  programs  available  to  anyone  who  would 
like  to  participate.  Without  the  numerous  volunteers 
who  assist  in  all  age  groups,  many  of  our  programs  could 
not  materialize.  Also,  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Exeter 
School  District  enables  our  department  to  operate  many 
programs  at  a  minimal  cost. 

Plans  are  now  being  formulated  for  the  expansion 
of  Gilman  Park  to  a  degree  where  the  entire  community 
will  have  a  chance  to  enjoy  the  park  to  its  fullest  poten- 
tial.

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Report  of  Conservation  Commission 


In  1971  the  Conservation  Commission  planted  100 
red  maples  and  sycamores  along  town  streets.  Mr.  John 
Tucker  supervised  highway  employees  in  planting  and 
staking  the  trees.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
Mr.  Charles  Knibbs  to  trim  and  fertilize  the  trees  the 
second  through  the  fifth  years  after  their  planting.  The 
Commission  would  like  to  thank  townspeople  who  have 
watered  and  cared  for  trees  set  out  near  their  homes. 
The  Commission  welcomes  requests  and  information  on 
areas  and  specific  site  locations  within  the  town  where 
new  trees  should  be  planted  in  1972.  Please  contact  Mr. 
Roger  Sloan,  Commission  member,  in  charge  of  our  tree 
planting  project. 

The  Commission's  tree  nursery,  located  on  town 
owned  land  between  the  lagoons  and  the  railroad  track, 
now  contains  some  560  trees  in  varying  stages  of  growth 
and  maturity.  Included  are  red  oak,  white  oak,  red 
maple,  sycamore,  white  birth,  white  spruce,  gum  and 
ash.  Technical  advice  for  the  operation  of  the  nursery 
has  been  ably  provided  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Fifty  trees 
from  the  nursery  will  be  among  the  200  trees  to  be 
planted  along  town  streets  in  the  spring  of  1972. 

The  Commission  is  working  closely  with  the  Exeter 
school  system  to  provide  education  materials  in  the  field 
of  ecology  and  conservation.  The  Exeter  AREA  Junior 
High  School  has  an  active  Ecology  Club  of  100  mem- 
bers. The  club  has  given  talks  and  demonstrations  on 
conservation  to  elementary  school  children  and  will  host 
a  statewide  ecology  convention  of  junior  high  school  stu- 
dents this  spring.  The  Conservation  Commission  has 
given  $100  to  the  Ecology  Club  to  assist  it  in  hosting  the 
convention  which  is  the  first  to  be  held  in  the  state. 
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Conservation  Commissions  are  empowered  to  accept 
gifts  of  land  in  the  name  of  the  town  with  the  approval 
of  the  selectmen.  In  1971  two  generous  gifts  of  land  were 
received.  Mrs.  Herman  Smith  deeded  four  acres  of  salt 
marsh  to  the  Commission  which  plans  to  keep  it  in  its 
natural  state  for  wildlife.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warren  Hender- 
son gave  150  acres  of  very  scenic  woodland.  This  tract 
of  land  is  being  managed  as  a  multi-use  wildlife  sanctu- 
arj^,  educational  laboratory  for  school  children  and  the 
general  public  and  for  limited  recreational  use.  The  deed 
specifies  that  the  woodland  will  be  used  primarily  for 
the  preservation  of  wildlife.  Hunting  and  snowmobiling 
are  prohibited.  The  area  has  been  named  the  Henderson- 
Swasey  Park  and  a  dedication  will  be  held  as  soon  as 
there  has  been  sufficient  progress  in  the  park  develop- 
ment. To  date,  an  access  road  has  been  built  adjacent  to 
the  gas  transmission  pipeline.  This  road  ends  a  short 
distance  from  "Fort  Rock."  Under  the  supervision  of 
an  engaged  forester,  a  forestry  demonstration  area  has 
been  created  and  some  small  areas  clear  cut  to  promote 
the  increase  in  wildlife.  Plans  are  underway  to  make 
nature  trails  for  recreational  and  educational  use.  A  sur- 
vey of  the  exact  boundaries  of  the  tract  is  nearly  com- 
pleted. 

The  Commission  welcomes  gifts  of  land  that  can  be 
kept  open  for  scenic  or  green  belt  purposes  in  their 
natural  state.  It  would  also  consider,  with  selectmen  ap- 
proval, the  purchase  of  land  so  as  to  enlarge  the  green 
belt  area  within  the  town.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board  members  are  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  five-year  terms.  We  donate  our  time  at 
our  bi-monthly  meetings  and  public  hearings. 

The  duties  of  the  Planning  Board  are  to  make  in- 
vestigations, maps,  reports,  and  recommendations  re- 
lating to  the  planning  and  development  of  the  Town. 

Your  Planning  Board  Chairman  attended  a  six-  week 
training  program  on  subdivision  rules  and  regulations 
in  November  and  December. 

In  April  of  1971  we  completed  our  subdivision  regu- 
lations. This  has  given  us  the  tools  to  work  with  con- 
cerning land  development.  During  the  year  we  have  de- 
voted a  considerable  amount  of  time  reviewing  plans 
and  becoming  more  familiar  with  our  regulations.  We 
have  seen  several  sections  of  our  regulations  which  need 
to  be  rewritten.  Any  changes  will  require  public  hear- 
ings and  you  will  be  notified  by  announcement  in  a  local 
newspaper. 

We  are  presenting  several  articles  on  the  warrant 
at  this  year's  Town  Meeting  which  include  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  National  Building  Codes 

2.  Change  of  Industrial  Land 

3.  Criteria  for  Apartments  in  Commercial  Zone 

4.  RSA  36 :19A  approval  of  Commercial  Develop- 
ments 

We  feel  that  these  articles  will  improve  the  exist- 
ing ordinance  and  is  another  step  in  helping  to  protect 
all  of  us  against  uncontrolled  growth. 

This  past  year  has  also  brought  to  us  the  resources 
of  the  Regional  Planning  Office.    Its  director,  Charles 
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Tucker,  is  an  Exeter  resident  and  has  his  office  in  our 
Town  Office  Building.  The  Planning  Board  has  utilized 
his  services  several  times  during  the  year  with  complete 
satisfaction. 

Exeter  is  in  the  middle  of  a  continual  population 
growth  and  we  need  the  efforts  of  all  Town  Departments 
to  assist  in  the  planned  and  controlled  expansion  of  the 
Town.

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Report  of  Historic  District  Commission 


The  main  fuction  of  the  Commission  during  this 
past  year,  1971,  has  been  to:  1)  establish  a  purpose, 
policy  and  procedure  and  to  present  them  for  approval 
at  a  town  meeting;  2)  establish  an  historic  district  and 
to  present  this  for  the  voters'  approval  at  the  town 
meeting;  3)  prepare  a  form  for  application  for  altera- 
tion for  the  use  of  owners  of  property  in  an  historic 
district. 

The  first  two  items  were  accomplished  at  the  special 
town  meeting  held  June  10,  1971.  The  necessary  public 
hearings  were  held  in  May ;  the  Chairman,  Mr.  HoUoway, 
and  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Merrill,  were  guests  of  WKXR's 
Coffee  Chat  program  and  were  able  at  this  time  to  sum- 
marize questions  that  had  been  asked  at  the  public 
hearings.  The  special  town  meeting  did  vote  to  estab- 
lish the  following  historic  district: 

At  a  point  beginning  at  the  centerline  of  Spring 
Street  at  the  junction  of  Front  Street,  thence 
running  northerly  along  said  Spring  Street  to  a 
point  at  the  centerline  of  Water  Street  at  the 
junction  of  Spring  and  Water  Streets,  thence 
turning  and  running  in  a  southerly  direction 
along  said  Water  Street  to  a  point  at  the  junction 
of  Water  and  Front  Streets,  thence  turning  and 
running  southerly  to  a  point  at  the  junction  of 
Lincoln  and  Front  Streets.  This  district  shall  in- 
clude all  properties  on  both  sides  of  Front  Street 
to  the  property  line  or  200  feet  from  the  curb  line, 
whichever  comes  first.  Also  included  in  this  dis- 
trict is  Gale  Park  and  the  Richard  Kent  House. 
The  historic  district  shall  include  lands  within 
the  bounds  as  set  forth  by  these  boundaries. 

An  application  for  alteration  form  was  adopted  at 
our  October  meeting.  These  forms  are  available  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  or  the  Town  Clerk. 
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A  group  of  citizens,  who  live  around  the  Park  Street 
Common,  have  asked  the  Commission  for  its  help  in 
presenting  to  the  voters  a  proposal  for  a  second  historic 
district  which  would  include  their  neighborhood. 

We  have  written  the  Selectmen  indicating  our  in- 
terest in  the  appointment  of  a  Town  Committee  for 
the  forthcoming  Bicentennial  Celebration  and  have  sug- 
gested a  capital  reserve  fund  of  $2,500  each  year  for 
1972  through  1976. 

Our  plans  for  this  coming  year  also  include  prepar- 
ing a  pamphlet  describing  the  historic  district.  This 
pamphlet  might  also  include  a  list  of  historical  markers 
in  the  town. 

At  the  October  meeting  a  new  slate  of  officers  were 
elected  for  the  coming  year.  They  are  as  follows :  Chair- 
man, Nancy  C.  Merrill ;  vice  chairman,  Wesley  L.  Thom- 
as; secretary,  Sumner  S.  Holbrook;  last  spring  John 
Gilmore  replaced  Norman  Morrissette  as  Selectman 
representative;  Wesley  Thomas  remains  the  Planning 
Board  representative.

This  report  is  submitted  to  reflect  the  activities  of 
the  Housing  Authority  of  the  Town  of  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 
1971. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  subsidized  housing  for  the  eld- 
erly, 100  privately  owned  units  have  been  leased  from 
local  landlords  and  rented  to  elderly  persons.  This  pro- 
gram is  unique  in  that  the  property  stays  on  the  tax 
rolls  and  the  private  owner  pays  full  real  estate  taxes. 

We  should  like  to  stress  the  great  increase  in  inter- 
est and  applications  on  the  part  of  the  elderly  and  the 
constant  growth  of  this  office.  We  propose  to  continue 
this  effort  to  provide  much  needed  housing  for  this  seg- 
ment of  the  citizenry  of  Exeter.  We  feel  also  there  is 
a  great  need  for  housing  among  low  income  families  and 
we  hope  to  provide  housing  for  these  families  in  the 
future.
